EOSTOX, April 25.—The new battleship 


Massachusetts under the most favorable 
conditions slipped down to Cape Ann (or 
her official trial this morning. The course 
is from Cape Ann to Cape Porpoise, sixty- 
two nautical miles. The ship must aver- 
age a speed of fifteen knots to fulfil the 
vessels requirements. If she exceeds fif- 
teen knots the builders will receive a bo- 
nus of $25,000 for every quarter knot. 


The naval examining board, the Cramps 


and others interested left Boston at 7 
o'clock on a tug. When they reached 
the battleship the passengers were quick- 
ly taken aboard, and the big iron ship 
svi ting down the harbor. 


The Start Madr. 


EOCKPORT, Mass., April 25.—The bat- 


tle ship was sighted coming around the 
eastern point of Gloucester about 9:15 
o'clock. The atmosphere was clouded by 
mist and haze. The sea was smooth, save 
for a slight ripple with an 8-mile east 
wind. The vessel was moving at a great 
•peed, directly for the starting line 
marked by the cutter Dexter. 


Without preliminary maneuvering she 


passed the Dexter with a shriek of 
whistles at 9.15. 
Twenty-five minutes 


later she passed the government ram 
Katahdin, the second mark six and one 
firth miles, which is at the rate of 14.87 
knots. 


She passed the third mark, same 


distance at 10.40-62, which is iaster than 
fifteen knots per hour. 


The other boats marking the trial 


course were passed at high speed. A 
despatch from Kenebunk Port says the 
battleship made the turn on the half 
course at 11.55. 


This indicates a speed 
considerably 


better than fifteen knots. 


At 1.31 the smoke from the huge funnel 


of the Massachusetts, as she sped along 
on her return trip, became discernible at 
1.01-30 
as 
she passed Irwana, 12.25 


knots from the finish. Her time to this 
point indicated she had been doing about 
sixteen knots. 


The Katahdin was passed at 1.34-40. 
At 1.57-40 o'clock the Massachusetts 


crossed the finishing line. 


Her Fmt Time. 


Allowing nineteen minute* for the turn, 


the actual time was three hours lorty- 
seven minutes and fifty-five seconds. The 
distance was sixty-two knots, an average 
speed of 16.2 knots which will assure her 
builders more than $100,000 bonus. 


After passing the finish, the vessel 


itoamed for Boston harbor where she will 
remain through the night. Early Sunday 
morning she will start on her return trip 
for Philadelphia. Captain Sergeant com- 
manded the ship and Lew. Patterson was 
pilot.

Baking use of references, quotations and 


comparisons. He roundly scores Carlisle 
for using figures issued by the director of 
the mint "known to be incorrect," in- 
stead of using those which the comptroller 
of the currency issues in regard to the 
amount of gold in the banks. 


He speaks scathingly of a "deal of a 


year ago between Cleveland, Carlisle and 
another friend," the reasons given for 
which extraordinary criminal procedure 
being that speculators of Wall street had 
agreed to protect the government against 
gold raids until the following November. 
That is that the wealthiest, most enter- 
prising and the most powerful and indus- 
trious nation on tho globe paid tribute to 
a small band of speculators for protection.

NEW YOBK, April 25.—Thci colossal 


equestrian statue Ulysses S. Grant was 
unveiled in front of the Union League 
club, corner of Dean street and Bedford 
avenue, Brooklyn, this afternoon. It was 
erected by veterans of the club. 
It is 


bronze and weighs 1200 pounds. Gover- 
nor Morton and staff met the procession 
at the club house. 


After the bands had played several na- 


tional airs, General Woodford, president 
of the club, presented the statue to Mayor 
Wurster, as the representative of the citi 
zena of Brooklyn. As he did so, Ulysses 
S. Grant, a grandson of the general, pulled 
a string and the stars and stripes that 
draped the statue fell. Twenty thousand 
throats yelled acclaim. After the dedica- 
tory prayer, General Horace Porter de- 
livered the oration which was one of pa- 
triotic eloquence.

Augustus Crane. 


Augustus Crane died at his home on 


Bracewell avenue this morning in the 
73rd year of his age. His death was caused 
by dropsy and heart disease. He had 
been ill three years and was closely con- 
fined for the past three months. Mr. 
Crane moved from Cheshire to this town 
in 1857 and became well known as a com- 
petent carpenter and builder. He was 
born in W.'nlsor and went to Cheshire 
where he lived about 20 years. He and 
Miss Mary Stetson of Cheshire were mar- 
ried in that village in 1842. Mrs. Crane 
died some years ago. 
Mr. Crane is sur- 


vived by three children, Mrs. William E. 
Wilson and Mrs. John A. Smith of this 
city and Mrs. G. B. M. Kellogg of Ayer. 
When Mr. Crarfe moved to this town he 
engaged as carpenter at the Beaver mills 
under H. W. Brayton. 
He continued in 


that position for' several years and then 
formed a partnership with Robert King 
to do a general building and framing bus- 
iness. Mr. Crane superintended the work 
in his branch on the Joinson mill, Black- 
in ton church, Simpson shoe factory, new 
Blacklnton block and many of the promi- 
nent buildings. He was a reliable work- 
man.

ncoa at 2.30 o'clock, Rev. A. B. Church 
officiating.

The banquet served by Manager 
Bond was such as befitted the occasion, 
and it was 10.30 o'clock when the cigars 
were lighted and speaking wis iu order. 


Alter Supper. 


When the supper had been disposed of 


and cigars lighted President E. S. Wilkin- 
son of the Board of Trade arose and spoke 
as follows: 


Gentlemen of the North Adams Board 


of Trade: Having shown due apprecia- 
tion, I think, of the excellent collation 
served us by manager Bond, we will now 
turn our attention to the more interesting 
part of our banquet. 


First of all in your behalf I desire to 


thank our guests from out of town for 
honoring us with their presence and their 
assistance in making this occasion one of 
especial compliment and honor to our 
new city government. 


At our last banquet our hearts were 


full of joy and gratitude that the dear old 
Commonwealth had decided to place in 
our midst one of her normal schools, an 
institution which will be so uplifting and 
helpful to our people in all the years to 
come. 
Since then she has given us 


another honor which we duly appreciate, 
by making one of our number the highest 
legislative officer in the state, president 
of tke senate, and we have the satisfac- 
tion of giving her in return one of the 
most popular and efficient officers the 
senate has ever had. We take this oppor- 
tunity to extend to an honored fellow 
townsman, President Lawrence, our most 
hearty congratulations,and best wishes 
for his continued success and prosperity, 
and would be pleased to have him 
respond to the toast, 
The "Common- 


wealth of Massachusetts." 


President Lawrence's Address. 


I bring with me the congratulations and 


blessings of our acting governor, Roger 
Wolcott. He would have come with me, 
but equilibrium must be maintained and 
he was afraid that if we both came to 
the western part of the state the eastern 
end would tip up. I have come not so 
much to speak as to drink in great draughts 
of inspiration and incidentally to get a 
new stock of stories. It gives me pleasure 
to greet at this festive board my friends, 
the gentlemen of the press. Their power 
is boundless, they make and unmake 
presidents. Sometimes their remarks are 
critical, suggestive of the path ot duty, but 
on the whole they are to our faults a little 
blind and to our virtues very kind and 
and make us out as "great" as their con- 
science will permit. 


One who responds to the toast, "The 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts" cer- 
tainly has an inspiring subject. 
What 


pride a Massachusests man takes in our 
old commonwealth, how he loves to run 
over the list of great names identified 
with its history, from Hancock, Sam 
Adams (for whom our old town was 
named), Warren, Webster, Sumner and 
Andrew, to the lamented George D. 
Robinson and Frederic T. Greenhnlge, 
splendid types of Massachusetts citizen- 
ship. While we dwell upon the memories 
which so richly cluster about Concord 
bridge and Bunker hill it is well for us, 
citizens of North Adams, to let our 
thoughts go still further back to the time 
when it was a question whether Anglo- 
Saxon civilization could endure upon the 
American continent and to remember 
that little band of heroes led by Colonel 
Williams, who struggled in yonder valley 
against a horde of savages to "hold the 
western gateway." We do well to mark 
the site of old Fort Massachusetts, a 
priceless heritage. 
It is pleasant to 


remember that the work now being done 
to that end had its inspiration in a speech 
made at the first banquet of this board of 
trade by President Carter of William's 
college. 


But Massachusetts does not dep.end en- 


tirely upon the past. 
It is still a leader 


among the states of the Union. Its voice 
rings out as true and clear upon the issues 
of today as it did'in '76 and '61. Sincerity 
is still its watchword. 
We have had a 


splendid illustration in the utterances of 
the two great political parties at their 
recent convention upon the financial 
question. Massachusetts stands for honest 
money, the maintenance of the nation's 
credit and for the honest payment of 
honest debts. Thedecisions of our supreme 
court are an authority everywhere. Our 
laws are being enacted in other states and 
our great charitable and penal institutions 
are models of their kind. Hand in hand 
with the free public school goes the free 
public library. Nowhere in the world has 
there been such progress and development 
in the free public library system as here. 


There are more absolutely free public 


libraries in Massachusetts than in all the 
other states combined. 
As long as the 


free public schools and the free public 
library are practically within the reach of 
every family in the commonwealth we 
need not fear the future. We are assured 
of moral and intellectual life. 


At this point Mr. Wilkinson said: 
During the past year we have witnessed 


a, most important change in the adminis- 
tration of our public affairs. 
We were 


prosperous and happy under the old town 
form of government, but our number 
became so great as to make the meetings 
of our citizens large and unwieldly. We 
therefore laid aside the garments of our 
youth and donned the more pretentious 
robes of the city. Our board of trade was 
first to move in this matter, and through 
its efforts a charter was produced and 
adopted which has been pronounced by 
good authority the best charter in 
America. Aware of the fact that the best 
charter, with incompetent and unworthy 
men to execute the laws, would not pro- 
duce good and satisfactory government, 
as an association wo did not rest until we 
saw the right men in office. For mayor 
we wanted a broad, high-minded, gen- 
erous, honorable and successful business 
man, one fully competent to grasp the 
situation, and with courage to maintain 
his convictions and do the right. The 
eyes of our people largely centered upon 
the lion. Albert C. Houghtou as being 
the man who would make the ideal 
mayor, and notwithstanding tlio great 
personal sacrifice he rnusb make, he yields 
to our call and is today our honored first 
mayor. We most cordially indorse his 
appointments, which give promise of an 
administration most beceficial to our peo- 
ple. If his presence is not visible tonight 
he is here in spirit and we give him a 
most hearty welcome. The elders among 
the Jews in soliciting consideration for 
tbe Roman centurion said: "He is wor- 
thy, for he loveth our nation and hath 
built us a synagogue." Our mayor is wor- 
thy, for he has given evidence that he 
loves our people, has done more than any 
other cit'zen to build our city, and has 
given us a magnificent memorial library 
building. I will request Representative 
Richmond to read a letter which he has 
from the mayor.

Dear Sir: 


But for the fact that I had until today 
anticipated the pleasure of attending' the 
annual banquet of your organization on 
Friday evening next, I should have sent 
you this communication at an earlier dnte. 
It is with sincere regret that I now find 


myself unable to postpone an attendance 
elsewhere, but in interest and desire for 
the best success of your enjoyable and 
important anniversary observance, I shall 
in spirit be fully present witK you all. 
The time is so short since North Adams 
joined the sisterhood of Massachusetts 
cities that it would be hardly profitable 
to dilate upon what has been so tit ac- 
complished. 


Civic history 
we have none, but we 
believe that we have a great future, and 
to that future we look forward hopefully, 
believing that tbe same influences that 
built up the town of North Adams from 
small beginnings, to what it was when 
it changed its form of government will 
continue to carry it on in the path of 
progress until it stands in the front rank 
of progressive, enlightened and well gov- 
erned cities in the commonwealth. 
As you a'll know we have made a wide 
departure from tbe accepted form of 
municipal government. 
When Chief Justice Shaw (recognized 
as one of the ablest jurists of his day) 
drafted a charter for the first city in the 
commonwealth, his work was looked up- 
on as a model scheme for the govern- 
ment of cities, and it has been followed 
more or less closely in all charters drafted 
since that time. It met all the conditions 
of that time, and under it Boston was Ion? 
regarded as one of the best governed 
cities in the country. 
But time moves on and conditions 
change, and it was found that what fully 
answered the requirements of the small, 
compact city of 1822 would not answer 
for the metropolis of 50 years later,—the 
bov's clothes would no longer fit the man. 
With these experiences before them, the 
framersofthe North Adams charter de- 
termined not to be bound by precedents 
but to strike out on new lines, and the re- 
sult is a charter which has attracted great 
attention and the workings of which will 
be regarded with keenest interest by all 
concerned in municipal government. But, 
after all, my friends, the written instru- 
ment is of little use unless it is re-inforced 
by a strong sentiment which will see that 
its provisions are lived up to. 
Pope says "For forms of government let 
fools contest, that- which is best adminis- 
tered is best," but that largely depends 
upon the quality of administration. Given 
the best ot Charters and indifferent admin- 
istration and the result will be poor gov- 
ernment. 
So after all it depends upon the peo- 
ple whether they will have good govern- 
ment or not, and for that reason every 
citizen should take an active interest in 
municipal affairs. 
The misgovernment of our large cities is 
largely due to the apathy of those who 
ought to be energetically working in the 
interest of law and order. 
I believe in every American city there is 
a large majority in favor of good gdvern- 
ment, but it is a regretable fact that it is 
only when the condition of things gets to 
be unendurable that this majority makes 
itself felt and that, after a cyclonic up- 
heaval, it soon sinks into its old apathetic 
condition. I hope that this state of things 
will never exist in North Adams. I trust 
that every citizen will feel that he is a 
stockholder in the corporation and that 
he will hold the President and directors, 
represented by the Mayor and City Coun- 
cil, to a strict accountability. 
It is not sufficient that the citizen should 
go to the caucus or polls but that he 
should also keep himself informed as to 
how those he has honored with his con- 
fidence are representing him, and should 
be prepared at the proper time to reward 
or punish according to their desert. For 
myself I should welcome such criticism 
and I believe that my associates in the 
city government will agree with me. 
'ihe Board of Trade should take the 
keenest interest in the government of our 
new city. Your members represent all 
those branches of business upon winch tbe 
prosperity oi our community depends and 
you are well able to judge what legisla- 
tion is in lavor and what is against, the 
best interests of our city. Besides, in the 
end, the responsibility for its existence 
rests with your honorable body, and the 
credit, or reverse that may be gained will 
come in fullest measure to you, to whose 
puolic spirit, union and wise oversight 
our excellent city charter is ohietiy due. 
To that spirit of harmony and service 
which shaped its provisions, we may justly 
look for the support needed tor their ef- 
fective and beneficial enforcement. 
Insist upon having a business man's 


government regardless of politics, and if 
you will do this I cannot but believe that 
you will greatly influence our aflairs for 
good and that you will do much to make 
our new city a success. 
In concluding, I feel it should be said 
that the chief ground for the approval 
with which the appointments to office 
have been received lies in the desire and 
effort of the persons so selected to give 
their best service to tue city. It is tins 
quality in them that so commands their 
selection to you. They deserve your ap- 
proval aiid aesire your confidence and co- 
operation. It is tuis spirit of sacrifice of 
personal inclination to public duty which 
makes our present situaaon so promising 
and attractive, and upon the continuance 
and growth ol this saiiue spirit wo must 
always rely for our future prosperity as a 
city and community,

ed as follows: 


-Having secured the head of the execu- 


tive department, the next important step 
was to find the right man for president of 
the council, the head of tbe legislative 
branch. The choice and honor easily fell 
upon another successful business man, our 
esteemed friend, Col. John Bracewell. It 
was placing two presidencies in one family 
but time has shown that they were able to 
carry the honors without losing- their 
heads. Col. Braeewell is very considerate 
of the rights of the members of the coun- 
cil and has their fullest confidence, and is 
very watchful for the interests of the city; 
and any measures which may be presented 
for the purpose of boodle will surely meet 
with defeat at his hands. 
We welcome 


him as our guest tonight and shall be 
pleased to have him respond to the toast, 
"Our 
City Council." 


Col. Jfohii Brnceircll. 


Col. 
Bracewell, in responding;, said he 


considered himself one of the board from 
the first and thought it strange to be the 
board's guest. He called attention to the 
letter he wrote that started the city gov- 
ernment movement, and 
which 
he 


declared no one knew about but his son- 
in-law, the fortunate or unfortunate 
president of the state senate. He reiterated 
his long standing conviction regarding 
city government. 
He asked that too 


much be not expected of the city govern- 
ment for the flrst year. 
He had favored 


city government because he believed that 
with it a larger number of prominent 
business men and young men would take 
a more active interest in local aflairs. We 
are, he said, just beginning, and must be 
very careful. We are making precedents. 
We need to keep the straight and narrow 
way. We elected our city officials on a 
broad principle, taking the best men 
wherever we faund them, whether in the 
Republican or Democratic party. Col. 
Bracewell, as usual, flavored his speech 
with several good stories which set the 
audience in a roar, but he made very clear 
his position on city government and his 
idea of how it should he administered. 


Mr. Wilkinson said in introducing 


Mayor Hawkins of Pittsfield: 


It gives us great pleasure on this occa- 


sion to welcome Mayor Hawkins of Pitts- 
field. A stranger might infer from some 
statements found in the newspapers that 
Pittsfield and North Adams had nothing 
in common. We know this to be far from 
the truth. There may be a little rivalry 
between them, but it is honorable, there 
is no bitterness in it. We rejoice in all 
that comes to build up and strengthen 
Pittsfield, one of the most beautiful and 
interesting cities in our commonwealth. 
I have the honor to introduce Mayor 
Hawkins, who will speak upon "Some 
Phases of Municipal Government." 


Address of Mayor Hawklnn. 


If the judgment pronounced by intelli- 


gent foreign observers of American insti- 
tutions be justified by facts, if it be true 
that in the conduct of municipal aflairs is 
to be found the one conspicuous failure of 
the American people in the art of self- 
government, we have an obvious field for 
study and effort. I think we must con- 
cede this criticism to be just when applied 
to our large cities, and to be measurably 
true of smaller ones. While the latter are 
for the most part free from taint of the 
corruption prevalent in great centers of 
population, the methods and principles of 
conduct of their public business leave 
much to be desired. 
We can hardly 


exaggerate the importance of good local 
government. It touches our vital inter- 
ests, in many ways, more nearly and per- 
sistently than do the affairs of nation or 
of state. Questions of tbe tariff and the 
currency affect us closely; and the acts of 
the state legislature, as they are well or 
ill advised, have direct influence on our 
welfare. But the proper administration 
of the home government that assesses our 
taxes and appropriates and spends the 
revenue so produced, is a matter of high 
concern to all of us. 
So far as that 


administration falls short of what it may 
reasonably be asked to attain, in just so 
far we are denied our rights; and these 
rights are something more than mere 
abstractions, for in losing them we are 
deprived of the full measure of material 
prosperity and personal comfort that we 
are rightfully entitled to enjoy. 


It is easy to demonstrate the existence 


of an evil, and a very different thing to 
suggest an effective remedy. 
The ques- 


tion as to the most desirable form of city 
charter is fruitful of discussion. 
Th'e 


charter of Pittsfield has lately been the 
subject of much local debate. 
It. offers a 


strong contrast to the charter of North 
Adams. Ours is a thoroughly old-fash- 
ioned charter; yours is distinctly mod- 
ern. Our city council has two branches; 
yours is a single body. Our councilmen 
are chosen from the several wards; while 
yours ore elected at large, and we have no 
provision for minor representation ex- 
cept such as is afforded by the chances of 
political warfare. 
The executive func- 


tion of your mayor is broarder than with 
us, and he is vested with far greater pow- 
ers. If our mayor is to be an important 
factor in the local government,—if he is 
to have any influence with his adminis- 
tration,—he must accomplish it largely' 
through personal force and not by any 
special authority. It would hardly be a, 
prudent thing for me, perhaps, to come to 
North Adams aod grumble over the Pitts- 
field charter. A year later, I could speak 
my mind more freely regarding its de- 
fects. Please take note that I make no 
admission as to the superiority of your 
own. 
The test afforded by time will be 


the only sure criterion of its merits, and I 
can assure you that we are watching its 
operation with interest. 


After all, discussion as to charters 


touches the main question only superfi- 
cially. It is desirable that a charter shall 
be the best that ingenuity can frame, bub 
the best of charter will not suffice of itself. 
The character of the workman is more 
important to the structure than the qual- 
ity of his tools; and while an ill-devised 
charter may be a hindrance in the path of 
governmental progress, an ideal charter 
will not insure good government without 
good citizenship. 


We are fond of saying that party poli- 


tics has no proper place in local afiairs; 
that municipal questions are purely busi- 


ness questions, in which the intrusion of 
party poli tics is a hurtful thing. It may 
be doubted, however, whether its entire 
elimination from city government is prac- 
ticable. A certain amount of organiza- 
tion is indispensable for the choice of 
candidates and the conduct of elections; 
and we find iu the party organizations 
permanent and convenient instruments 
for the performance of this work. For 
correctives of the grosser evils <•« partizatt- 
ship we must rely mainly on independent 
voting and on the faculty with which 
what we call citizen's movements may be 
inaugurated when need arises. 


Here in North Adams you 'aave done 


something more than to recognize this 
principle; you have put it conspicuously 
in practice. The action of the two parties 
in uniting in the selection of the distin- 
guished guest of this evening for the first 
chief magistrate of yoar new city will 
redound in 
twofold manner to your 


advantage and to your credit. Not only 
will you reap the direct benefit of his 
notable civic spirit and of his signal 
abilities; but in thui honoring him you 
have honored yourselves, for you have 
proclaimed a deiaite policy demanding 
that fitness ot the candidate rather than 
considerations of pirtizan expediency 
shall determine your choice of city officers. 


Surely this is a right step towards the 


solution of the problem of municipal gov- 
ernment. And I find in the spirit and sig- 
nificance of this occasion a very hopeful 
augury of ultimate success. In the first 
place it evinces your perception of the 
right position of the public towards those 
entrusted with the management of public 
affairs. Unhappily, a very different spec- 
tacle is commonly presented in many 
cities. It happens too often that munici- 
pal officers are no sooner installed after 
the heat and turmoil and bitterness of a 
political campaign, than they become tar- 
gets for narrow and ill-natured criticism 
and for partisan abuse. Even on the part 
of that large body of citizens everywhere 
whose pulses are unapt to stir to the mu- 
sic of the campaign drum corps and who 
take but a languid interest in tbe local 
fortunes of the leading parties, the atti- 
tude towards the existing administration 
is, frequently one of indifference or of ac- 
tual hostility, rather than of encourage- 
ment and support. And this association 
in repudiating that notion which re- 
gards city officers as a band of social out- 
laws, whoso depredations are strangely 
enough tolerated by law but against 
whom every good citizen's hand should 
be found, and in appreciating the fact that 
they are neither more nor less than agents 
of the people, trying to conduct as best 
they may tbe public business and whose 
efforts in that behalf when well meant 
and well conceived, should be upheld, not 
met with indiscriminate condemnation: 
in thus departing from a custom which 
unfortunately is not wholly obsolete, your 
association is rendering a genuine service 
to your city. 


The usefulness of your board of trade to 


the cause of good municipal government 
need not, and, I am sure, will not, end 
with this service. 
This association may 


well ezert an active and lasting influence 
for good by cooperation with the city 
government. 
Among the object* of a 


board of trade, I take to be a constant and 
intelligent study of the city's needs, the 
promotion of public spirit, and the enlist- 
ment and cultivation of whatever influ- 
ences may tend to improve the city's 
morals, esthetic and material condition, 
to make it a more properous, a more 
attractive and a healthier place to live in. 
Now, 
in a certain sense and under limita- 


tions, the functions of the municipal gov- 
ernment are not radically different. Thus 
there is ample opportunity for effective 
cooperation. 
The board of trade counts 


among its members business men of rips 
experience and trained judgment. 
The 


best of city councils is not likely to be so 
rich iu this regard. 
The two may well 


make common cause. 
The one may aid 


the other powerfully by advice on per- 
plexing problems and by hearty support 
in well directed efforts. 
It can do much 


by arousing active interest in place of 
that apathy so often exhibited by those 
who ought to be the best citizens. I mean 
to suggest no invidious distinction of class 
or occupation. 
I mean to imply no lack 


of faith in the people. They may generally 
be trusted to act the wise part; and this is 
peculiarly true whenever a distinctly 
moral issue is involved. 
But the proper 


handling of complicated business matters 
requires a training; and in purely business 
questions the people as a whole sometimes 
lack a sense of true perspective; th«jy 
sometimes seize on what is trifling or 
superficial and lose sight of those features 
that/ are permanent and essential. 
The 


main problems of municipal administra- 
tion are pure questions of business and 
finance and the aid and counsel of men ex- 
perienced in affairs can never come amiss. 
There is where your board of trade can 
render a public service of peculiar value. 
In the attitude which you have assumed 
towards its first city government, the city 
of North Adams has abundant reason for 
self-congratulation. 


In introducing Mayor Field of North- 


ampton Mr. Wilkinson said: 


North Adams is the infant city of the 


commonwealth, but she is a sprightly 
child and much is expected from her. 
Our sister cities are far in advance of her 
in many respects, but we are taking long 
strides to overtake them. A colored boy 
was recently on an important errand and 
his donkey balked. Just then a physi- 
cian came along and inquired: 'Sambo, 
what is the trouble?' 
Sambo replied, 


'My donkey won't go." The physician 
said, 'I can make him go,' and immedi- 
ately gave the donkey a hypodermic in- 
jection, and the donkey took to his heels, 
running like the wind, and leaving the 
colored boy behind. The boy said to the 
doctor,'What did you give the donkey?' 
The doctor would not tell him. The col- 
ored boy then asked, 'How much did yon 
give him ?' 'Five drops,' the doctor said: 
'Give me ten drops, for I have got to 
kotch that donkey.'

Aildren* by Mayor Field. 


Mayor Field welcomed North 
Adams 


to the sisterhood of cities of Western 
Massachusetts and spoke of the similar 
conditions existing in those cities. They 
worship at .the shrine of the same old 
commonwealth, have a common history 
and common traditions, the same aims 
and aspirations, and like probloir.s and 
perplexities. 


The people rule and the city will not 


get better goverument than it insists upon 
having. In spite of charter, by-law and 
ordinance the government will be. what 
the people themselves make it. 
A bad 


charter does not necessarily mean bad 
government; a good charter does not by 
any 
means assure good government, 


However magnificent the artillery, it is 
after all, the man behind the gun that 
couuts. However perfect the construc- 
tion of tbe ship, safety lies with the man 
on the bridge, tue mail f.l the helm, the 
sailor on the yard arms, Ihe engineer way 
down in the hold. Municipal machinery . 
may be ab&jltitely perfect; your charter i 
the beit that mortal man ever devised, | 
but if the best citizens rcfiisa to take an | 
active personal interest in city matters it 
iua!:es but little dilTere.ics whether the 
chare' is a model up-to-date North 
Adanif, charter or an old one like that of 
the city in which I live. 


Before we achieve any lastiiu success 


in municipal government there must be a 
radical change in two thing-, neither of 
which depends on charters or ordinances 
F.r^t politics mus' be absolutely divorced, 
from city business; second, our best citi- 
zens must take an active and personal in- 
terest in city affairs. Why ahould politics 
be allowed to interfere with the proper 
transaction of citi* work? The fornntion 
ot political parties upon differences as to 
principles and methods in stite and na- 
tional policies is useful and inevitable. 
Such questions, however, rarelj- arise iu 
municipal 
affairs. 
State 
Riid national 


politics have no place whatever in muni- 
cipal affairs and the soo-ier \\e come to 
know it the better. There is no more 
reason why city appointments should go 
to Democrats and Republicans as such 
than that the manager of a great business 
corporation should choose his heads of 
departments because of their political af- 
filiations. The sooner the mayors of our 
cities learn this fact and live up to it the 
better it will be for the cities that have 
given them authority. 


Remarks by Mr. Kennedy. 


Mr. Kennedy, said the influence of 


boards of trade, both in North Adams and 
Pittsfield, must be somewhat limited, ow- 
ing to our population and geographical 
position. But, although our influence to 
a great extent must be local, yet we have 
a great deal in common. 


To you in North Adams, who, according 


to a competent critic, have the best mu- 
nicipal charter in America, we in be- 
nighted Pittsfield, who according to the 
same critic, have the worst charter in the 
state, extend our hearty greeting, and 
may you long, have such public-spirited 
citizens who are not only willing, but able, 
to bestow upon you such a munificent gift 
as the free public library recently given 
you. 
If we can get good men to accept 


public office as a public trust we may get 
along very well, even with our imperfect 
charter, while if you, with all the puiity 
of your charter, elect incompetent men to 
your public offices, tbe purity of your 
charter may be impotent to save you. 


Representative C. 41. Ricliiiinnil 


was introduced and made a short, but 
happy speech, in which he said President 
Lawrence had stolen all his brilliant ideas 
while they wero corning- from Boston. In 
speaking of the board of trade he said 
that it had not brought any new indus- 
tries to the city, but it has Eecurcd for it 
a splendid educational institution and a 
good charter. North Adams pluck has 
come to tbe front and \\e have made 
proud advances iu the business and in- 
dustial line, and our industries were born 
here. Mr. Richmond's speech was freely 
spiced with humor and lie was Iipard -\ ith 
pleasure, as he always it,.

was the next speaker. 
It gave him pleas- 


ure to mretsucli a body of men interested 
in, the city's welfare and experienced in 
municipal matters. The city i* to be con- 
gratulated on having such an organization 
as the board of trade, which is governed 
by n desire to do what it can for tbe com- 
munity. The board of trade is.and ought 
to be a power for public good. 
Iis mem- 


bers should express themselves fearlessly 
on all questions of public interest. 
The 


city has a good charter, tut to prosper it 
must have in office men of character and 
conivctions, governed by high motives 
and striving solely for the public good. 
Let us hope that honorable r.nd houe&t 
motives will ever govern this board of 
trade and our city's policy, and that we 
may merit the crown and laurel wrtath of 
success. 


Snpt. I. F. Uall 


of the public schools was the last speaker, 
and although his talk was brief, he was 
very happy in his remarks.

RAX A CUT-RATE CEMETERY IN CUBA 


Dhobi-ycd Laws Knavtrd To Favor the 


Catholic Church — Barbarous Execu- 


tions Resumed by Weyler's Orders. 


Prisoners Slain on the Field, 


Havana. April 22, via Tampa, Fla., 


April 25.—The Rev. Alberto Diaz and 
his, brother, Vincento, who were re- 
leased by the authorities yesterday un- 
cler orders to lenve the island in six 
duj'5, will undoubtedly comply, and 
the American colony here will miss 
two interesting characters. For sev- 
eral years the Kev. Diaz, a Cuban born, 
but a naturalized citizen of the United 
States, hii s been tt thorn in the side of 
the liishop of Havana. He has held 
liaptist meetings at such times and 
places as Miitcd him, and has not taken 
the troub> to conform to the laws and 
regulations which are framed, to some 
extent, t< favor the Catholics. When 
the bishop wrote a letter of remons- 
trance to the preacher the latter re- 
plied th;ii he would worship in his own 
fashion, ' and would the bishop kindly 
go to the devil.'' Diaz has been arrested 
several limes for holding meetings 
without Urst obtaining a permit from 
the authorities. He has been repeat- 
edly chai ged with disturbing the pub- 
lic* peaie, but he has 
continued 


his work undismayed. One of his 
pet 
hobbies 
was 
a 
Protestant 


ccmeterj which was conducted on the 
cut-rale principle. The expense of in- 
terment in the Catholic cemetery is 
very grc vt, and the Kev. Diaz secured 
patronage for his burial ground by 
offering reduced rates. lie also per- 
formed the marriage ceremony for a 
mere b igatelle, compared with the 
fees demanded by the priests. Mr. 
Pia/. is an M. P., as well as a D. D., 
and he lias at times conducted a hos- 
pital hei e. For many years he has re- 
ceived financial aid in support of his 
institutions frora Itaptists in the United 
States. Mr. Diaz has not, so far as is 
known, taken any active part in the 
rebellion, but he has repeatedly given 
utteraiu e to sentiments favorable to 
the success of the cause. He is gen- 
erally considered a sensational preacher 
and doe-, not mince words when talking 
ibout t,ie ttoes of Cuba.

PUBLIC EXECUTIONS RESUMED. 
WcmiHlrd Prisoners Murdered by Spanish 


Troops on the Fields of Battle.

;.">—(Jea. 'Weyler is 
satisfied that 


nothing in tho line of intervention or 
recognition of belligerency may be 
looked for from Washington, at least 
for the present, and the public execu- 
tions of prisoners of vi-a., ivhich were 
suspended for a time, have been re- 
sumed. 
There is supposed to be a 


general understanding among com- 
manders of Spanish columns that no 
prisoners are to be taken in engage- 
ments in the field. All Cuban patriots 
who fa U into the hands of the troops 
throng h being wounded or from other 
cause are liable to be shot at onee and 
counted with the number killed in 
battle. Some of the Spanish comman- 
ders ai't according to this understand- 
ing, ot hers decline to slay the unarmed 
or wounded, and deliver their prisoners 
to (Jen. AVo3'ler in Havana. Many of 
these so-called pris,oners-of-war never 
carried a gun or engaged in battle, 
but \\ere taken from plantations or 
from 'mall towns and hamlets in the 
interior where the Spaniards assume 
that sill men are rebels, and are not 
far from being right. 


No Defense Permitted. 


The prisoners are brought to Havana 


bounci and strongly guarded to prevent 
rescue before reaching the city, and 
mob violence afterward. The lower 
class of Spaniards gather about each 
batch of prisoners and clamor for their 
blood as they pass through the streets 
to tlie ferry to Cabanas fortress, or 
Morr<> eastle. The vourt martial be- 
fore which these prisoners are tried U 
a perfunctory affair composed of five 
military men who order the death pen- 
alty under Weyler's decree that all in- 
surgt nts are bandits and incendiaries 
and deserving of death. The prisoners 
have no opportunity to make a defense 
and all Cubans in the rebel armies 
know that capture means death. 


Death Soon Follows Capture. 


Mo«t of those brought in, it seems, 


have been wounded, cut off from their 
columns, or caught without arms. 
\Vhea condemned to death they are 
given twenty-four or forty-eight hours 
to prepare for the end. 
They are 


given v.hat they want to eat and are 
plat-'d in the chapel at Cabanas fort- 
ress with priests in constant attend- 
ance for the last twelve hours. Most 
of the Cuban patriots who have paid 
the 
< •xtreme penalty since Weyler has 


been here haved died bravely. 1 saw 
three of them meet their fate last Fri- 
day morning. They were Jose Barcal* 
lao and Estiva Hernandez (white) and 
Gre^erio Borges (colored). During the 
nigiit before the execution Barcallao 
made several feigned attempts to es- 
cape from the chapel, hoping that the 
guards would shoot him down, prefer- 
ring that to death in public. The 
guards forced him back each timfi 
without firing at him. 


Bow the Men Are Executed. 


I crossed the bay a few minutes after 


ft o'clock on the morning set for the 
execution. It took place promptly at 


, 7 o'clock. The three men, escorted by 


a file of soldiers and supported by an 
on er of lay brethren of the Catholic 
church, were taken from the chapel to 
a space between the outer and the in- 
ner walls at the eastern end of the 
fortress. On the levc1 bed of the moat 
a battalion of Spanish regulars formed 
three sides of a square. The fourth 
sid e was the main wall of the fortress. 
In front of that the prisoners, with 
ar ns tied behind their backs, were led. 
Just outside the square a hundred sol- 
dii'rs were grouped where a good viei« 
could be obtained. 


Shot Like Dogs. 


I heard no expressions of pit}' from 


spectators for the men who knelt with 
the priests and prepared for the entl. ' 
A young lieutenant of the guard who ' 
was ordered out to do the shooting, 
however, asked to be excused. He was 
a Cuban serving in the Spanish army. I 


Another officer took his place. The 
men knelt facing the wall and with 
their backs toward the Bring squad. 
They showed no signs of flinching. A 
file of twelve soldiers was drawn up 
about ten paces away. Four men 
were ordered to aim at each prisoner. 
There was an interval of silence when 
all was ready. The officer raised hia 
sword, there was a rattle of musketry, 
and the men fell forward on their 
fnces. 
Hernandez 
and 
Barcallao 


showed signs of life. A sergeant with 
a revolver gave Hernandez an extra 
shot, the "Tiro de gracia," as it is 
called. He was obliged to fire twice at 
Barcallao before it was over. The lay 
brothers carried the bodies to Havana, 
and buried them in the paxiper burying 
ground. 


\Vrre In a Desperate Plight. 


Madrid, April 25.—A dispatch to the 


Imparcial from Havana says that Gen 
Gonzalez, who sailed from Manzanilk 
with a large force, landed near For} 
Zauaya and marched to the relief ot 
th at place. The fort had been besieged 
for five days by 8.500 rebels undei 
Rabi, whose guns were served by 
Americans. When Gen. Gonzalez re> 
lieved the fort its garrison was in s 
desperate plight. The supply of watei 
was running short and their stores had 
been burned.

Jane 
Mav, the French actress and panto- 
mimist, in which she asked for 885,000 
damages, alleging that the clergyman, 
from the pulpit, referred to her as a 
"low, brilliant, swell Parisian courte- 
san," is to be withdrawn.

Pullman has published a retraction 
over his signature in which he says of 
the words used in his sermon on 
December 1, 1895: "At that time I 
knew absolutely nothing of Mile. May, 
beyond her relation to that perform- 
ance; and it was my deliberate purpose 
that my remarks should be impersonal. 
I have from the first regretted exceed- 
ingly that my words were connected 
with the actress. It was a great satis- 
faction to me that Mile. May repudi- 
ated the 
aforesaid 
article as a 


truthful 
description 
of her per- 


formance; and if I have done her any 
injury or injustice by assuming that 
the article was published with her con- 
sent, or used any expressions which in 
any degree may have reflected upon 
her private character, I regret it. 
And this has been my attitude in this 
case from the first." In her letter ex- 
pressing her satisfaction of the re- 
traction Mile. May says, among other 
things: "Your retraction of the reck- 
less, unchristianlike charges against 
my morals has been submitted to me 
and is accepted. But I feel that I can 
without impropriety suggest that it 
is my hope that the course I have 
pursued in this matter may at least 
be the means of deterring clergy- 
men who think less in the pulpit of the i 
Gospel of Christ than notoriety and | 
self-aggrandizement, from making un- 
provoked and malicious attacks upon 
actresses of whom they know absolute- 
ly nothing. When we meet on that last 
day before Him who will judge us all, 
He will decide between us, and right 
the wrong which you have done me, 
but which it is beyond your power to 
undo.'1 Dr. Pullman said that in the 
settlement of the case he had not been 
called upon to par one cent.

There are papers ready to be served 
upon other concerns lor penalties for 
similar offenses during thn same period. 
This is the period during which the 
question was being litigated as to the 
right of corporations in other states 
shipping oleomargarine into the state 
of New York in original packagss and 
selling them in that form, the courts 
having held that the importers could 
not do this with oleomargarine made 
in imitation or semblance of butter, 
which made every sale by these people 
during that period a violation." Com- 
missioner Schaub is acting as counsel 
in these actions to the firm of Jlulliu, 
Griffin & Walker, designated by the 
attorney general to bring the actions. 
He is much interested in the outcome of 
the litigation and has made a close 
&tudy of the question during his term 
of office. 


WESTVILLE BOMB MYSTERY. 


Police Looking for a Mysterious Woman, 


Whom They Suspect. 


New Haven, Conn., April 23.—Detec- 


tives are investigating the mysterious 
bomb explosion that wrecked the house 
of Major Albee in Westville Thursday 
night and nearly caused the death of 
himself and daughter. They found 
that a woman carrying a mysterious 
package under her cloak left an elec- 
tric car near his house Thursday night 
and returned again shortly after the 
explosion. They are searching for the 
woman. Plans are being made by the 
city and the Winchester Eepeating 
Arms company to offer a large reward 
for the detection of the person who 
threw the bomb. Hundreds of people 
have visited the scene of the explosion. 
No motive for the deed has yet been 
furnished, Major Albee says he can 
throw no light on the matter.

Better Weather, Favorable Crop Pios- 


pects and Renewed Building Activity 


Encouraging Features—Prices 


Continue Downward. 


New York, April 25.—Bradstreet 


sums up the business situation through- 
out the country for the week closing 
to-day as follows: The feeling is more 
hopeful at many trade centres, owing 
to continued improvement of demaad 
in retail lines, better weather, gener- 
ally favorable crop prospects and the 
activity which naturally follows re- 
newed building operations, distribu- 
tion of implements and farm supplies 
and attendant activity. More, favora- 
ble'reports from commercial travelers 
are from those representing Pittsburg, 
St. Louis, Kansas City, Omaha and 
Milwaukee houses. Moderate improve- 
ment is shown at a few other western 
centres, but at most of the larger dis- 
tributing points throughout the coun- 
try the movement of merchandise, on 
the whole, shows no material change. 
While seeding is progressing rapidly in 
the northwest, country trade there is 
unfavorable. Lack of rain in Florida 
is the cause of scarcity of early vegeta- 
bles, and at almost all cities mercantile 
collections continue slow, remaining 
relatively the most unfavorable fea- 
ture of business even where the ten- 
dency in other directions is towards 
improvement. 


Outlook in Industrial Lines. 


In industrial lines the only marked 


change for the better is in the manu- 
facture of shoes, orders for which have 
been placed in excess of preceding 
weeks. Wholesalers of the more im- 
portant distributing centres in this 
line report larger sales, except at Chi- 
cago. Transact!Dns in wool have in- 
creased moderately, but supplies con- 
tinue heavy, and prices, while nomi- 
nally unchanged, are weak. In Ehode 
Island fairly good orders for wool- 
ens have been placed with mills. 
The movement of dry goods continues 
unsatisfactory, but is improved in re- 
tail lines, due to continued favorable 
weather. Prices for cotton goods are 
depressed by over production, not even 
the higher quotation for raw material 
having an influence under these cir- 
cumstances. Demand for iron and steel 
of staple varieties remains almost at a 
standstill, consumers having stocked 
up prior to the recent advance. Eail- 
road and structural material and bar 
plate are in relatively best request, 
most other lines remaining flat. Cuts 
in quotations for liessemer pig and 
steel billets are the results of transac- 
tions by middlemen. At the south a 
number of furnaces have contracted 
their output several months ahead and 
fractionally advanced the price of c er- 
tain grades of pig. 


Prioes Weaker. 


The tendency of prices is the reverse 


of that for several preceding weeks, 
with a large nximber of decreases. In 
addition to those mentioned, wheat 
flour, wheat, Indian corn, oats, sugar, 
leather, petroleum and lard arc lower, 
while wool, lumber, coal, pork and 
print cloths remain nominally un» 
changed. Cotton and tinplates hav« 
advanced, the latter due to a combina- 
tion by makers. Improvement in busi- 
ness in recent weeks is reflected in the 
total of bank clearings, 81,013,000 000, 
an increase of 2.8 per cent, compared 
with last week, and of 1.7 per cent, 
compared with the third week of April, 
1895. 
When contrast is made with the 


corresponding week in 1894, this week's 
total is 18 per cent, larger, but it is 6 
per cent, smaller than in the corre- 
sponding week of 1893, and 7 per cent, 
smaller than in the like week of 1892. 
There are 240 business failures re- 
ported throughout the United States 
this week, compared with 244 last week, 
223 in the corresponding week one year 
ago, 
201 two years ago, and as con- 


trasted with 186 in the like week of 
1893. 


Tale and rrineeton'8 Umpire Plans. 


New Haven, Conn., April 25.—The 


Yale and Princeton baseball manage- 
ment have agreed to accept the same 
umpire plan as last year. They have 
applied to president Nick Young of the 
National League to select an umpire 
for every championship game. The 
identity of the umpire will not be 
known to the opposing players and 
captains until he appears on the field 
just before the game. 


Yale-Brown BasVball Game To-dny. 


New Haven, Conn., April 23.—Yale 


has made elaborate plans for the an- 
nual baseball game to-day with Urowu. 
The team has, trained carefully all the 
week and hope to win. They are in 
good form. Trudeau has rested all tho 
week and will pitch. It is expected 
that James H. O'Rourke of Bridgeport 
will be selected as umpire.

Law Considered Useless. 


OPINION OF NEW YORK LIQUOR MEN 


The Unanimous Decision of the Appellate 


Division That the Lair It Constitu- 


tional Knoobs Oat the Hopes 


of the Saloonkeepers. 


New York, April 25. — Saloonkeepers 


generally to-day expressed themselves 
as satisfied that any further attack on 
the Eaines' law would be useless after 
the 
unanimous 
decision 
of 
the 


appellate division of the supreme court 
yesterday afternoon that tho law is 
constitutional in every point brought 
up. Jxistice Patterson, who wrote the 
decision, referred to tho severe arraign- 
ment of the law during1 the argument 
as offending against justice and reason, 
said that it may be as unjust, unwise, 
oppressive, and odious as, the relator 
claims, but all that does not help in 
the solution of the constitutionality of 
the law, and the court has no opinion 
to express on that subject. The jus- 
tices say, in short, thab the law was 
enacted in the exercise of the police 
power of the state. It was purely a 
matter of state government, and as 
such the legislative action was proper. 
In regard to tho contention that the 
low violates the constitutional provision 
regarding tha classification of cities, 
the justices find that it was a general 
law in the full sense of the term, .iud 
hence did not violate this classification- 
On the same ground that it was a gen- 
eral law the contention that the bill 
should have been presented to the 
mayors of the cities of the state for 
approval or disapproval is f ouud not to 
be well founded. As it was not a 
special city bill it was not necessary to 
submit it to the mayors. The justices 
also find that the contention that the 
law provided unequal taxation was not 
well founded, because the primaiT pur- 
pose of the law was not to gather revo- 
nue, but to regulate the liquor traffic. 
Lawyer Untermyer, who is conduct- 
ing the fight of the liquor men, was 
seen to-day by a reporter a nd asked 
for his opinion of the decision. Mr. 
Untermyer was extremely blue over 
his defeat, but he declared that th« 
fight was not over yet and that the 
case would certainly be carried to the 
court of appeals.
